The argument(s) and amendment(s) have been examined, but no basis 
sufficient to overthrow the previously given reason(s) for rejection has been found. 

Remarks: 

(With regard to Claims 1 and 2) 

In comparison, the invention described in the cited document 1 indicated in the 
said notice of reason(s) for rejection (hereinafter, referred to as "document 1 ") and 
the invention of claims 1 and 2 of the subject application are different in that an e-mail 
is divided by a mail server in the invention described in the document 1 while an 
e-mail is divided by a gateway server (i.e. a relay server) which is installed between a 
mail server and a terminal in the invention of claims 1 and 2 of the subject application. 
However, it is well-known configuration in which contents are divided by a relay 
server installed between a server and a terminal (please refer to Japanese Patent 
Laid-open Nos. H11-175426 and H11-134273, for example). The effects the 
applicant insists in the arguments can be nothing but produced by such well-known 
configuration, and a person skilled in the art could have easily made the inventions of 
claims 1 and 2 of the subject application, based on the invention described in the 
document 1 . 
(With regard to Claim 3) 

Displaying data by Web browser is just a matter of design variation. 

Therefore, the invention(s) of the claims 1-3 of the subject application should not 
be granted a patent under the provision of Patent Law Section 29(2) since it could 
have easily been made by persons skilled in the art, on the basis of the invention(s) 
described in the document 1 .

In comparison, the invention described in the cited document 2 and the 
invention in claims 3 and 4 of the subject application are different in that a mail server 
receives divided data and converted the received data into a file format in the 
invention described in the cited document 2 while the aforementioned processing is 
performed by a gateway server in the invention in claims 3 and 4 of the subject 
application. Further, in the invention of the subject application, data for transmission 
is prepared by using a plurality of text input boxes. However, it is well-known 
technology to have a plurality of processing a certain server performs partially taken 
over by another server In addition, using a text input box for preparing data for 
transmission is also a well-known technology. Accordingly, a person skilled in the 
art could have easily applied the aforementioned well-known technology to the 
invention described in the cited document 2.
